Ambassador C. S. Jha ou tlined 
(he Indian position in the assem­ 
bly’s Bu dgetary Committee as the 
assembly itself neared a vote on 
rival resolu tions containing for­ 
mu las for bringing peace and 
u nity to the divided Congo. 
The resolu tions renew the call 
for an exodu s of Belgian military 
and semimilitary personnel and 
political advisers from the Congo, 
bu t there are differences among 
Asian-African sponsors on wheth­ 
er a specific deadline shou ld be 
fixed. 
They call also for new meas­ 
u res to prevent ou tside military 
aid from reaching rival political 
factions and u rge a reconvening 
of Parliament. A separate Soviet 
resolu tion proposes a 21-day dead­ 
line for reconvening Parliament. 
The Bu dgetary Committee is 
trying to

It is faced with refu sal by the 
Soviet bloc cou ntries and France 
to pay anything — a situ ation 
which threatens the entire U. N.

HAVANA (AP)—The new wave 
of sabotage that tu rned (Cu ba's 
biggest department store into 
smok ing ru ins left a grave prob­ 
lem Friday for Prime Minister 
Fidel Castro—whom can he tru st?

The fire Friday night also de­ 
stroyed an El Encanto warehou se, 
and another damaged a paper 
warehou se. And at least nine ex­ 
plosions rock ed Havana’s su bu rbs 
du ring and after the fires. From 
the hinterlands came reports that 
three stores were fired in San 
tiago, a cotton mill destroyed by 
flames in Ju gu ani, and tons of 
su gar cane were ru ined by fires 
in Pinar del Rio Province.

Seamans and other NASA offi 
cials have been ju stifying the 
Kennedy req u est for a total $1.23 
billion appropriation for NASA for 
fiscal 1962 starting Ju ly 1. 
Seanu u is said NASA had ask ed 
for $1.4 billion bu t abou t $182 mil 
lion had been lopped off by Ken 
nedy’s Bu reau of the Bu dget.

Stevenson 
Wants Belgians

Adlai Says Exodus 
Could Roliovo Crisis

UNITED NATIONS, N. Y. (AP) 
—U. S. Ambassador Adlai E. 
StevMson declared Friday a Bel­ 
gian exodu s wou ld speed a solu ­ 
tion to the Congo crisis, bu t he 
rejected proposals setting a dead­ 
line and threatening penelties. 
The U. S. chief delegate ex­ 
pressed su pport in the Oneral 
Assembly for a mildly worded

Stevenson su ggested a federal 
form of government, similar to 
that in the United States, wou ld 
be the best for the Congo. 
He said the sooner Belgiu m 
withdraws extraneou s personnel 
from the Ck>ngo "the sooner the 
task of reconciliation can go 
ahead." 
He referred to Belgian military 
and semimilitary personnel and 
political 
advisers

drawal had been demanded in

The deadline is called for in a 
resolu tion sponsored by a grou p 
of Asian-African nations and Yu ­ 
goslavia. 
Stevenson rejected a Soviet res­ 
olu tion seek ing to impose a 21-day 
deadline for the reconvening of 
Parliament. He said this amou nt­ 
ed to u nwarranted interference in 
the domestic affairs of a member 
nation.

9 Keeping Our Heads 
While Russia Wins 


That was quite a stunt the Russians pulled 
off th« other day, no doub t ab out it. Putting a 
man into orb it and b ringing him b ack good as 
new is no easy trick, as our own prolonged, care­ 
fully planned and meticulously safety-conscious 
astronaut program illustrates But, while we’re 
all impressed b y the Russian accomplishment, 
let's try to keep it in perspective. 
Yuri A. Gagarin, the 27-year*old Soviet 
“cosmonaut” undoub tedly is a very b rave young 
man. Equally without doub t, our own astronauts, 
and the scores of others who wanted to b e first 
into space, are very b rave men. perhaps the 
more so b ecause they’re a b it older than Major 
Gagarin. Also b eyond question is the fact that 
the Soviet feat is an "outstanding technical 
accomplishment." as Pre.sident Kennedy has 
said. If not. we wouldn’t b e working so hard to 
accomplish the same thing, and even more 
But it is nearly impossib le for us as private 
citizens to make any sensib le comparison b e­ 
tween the Soviet man-in-space program and our 
own. For one thing, we don’t know whether the 
Russians had some failures b efore their first 
success, though they strongly deny it, as al­ 
ways. 
Our own government isn’t much help 
along that line either, b ecause it ob viously 
doesn’t want the Russians to know how much 
we know ab out their space program. 
All due praise has properly b een heaped on 
the youthful Soviet test pilot who made the 
■ flight, and on the Soviet people’s paradise for 
having made it possib le. But some of the praise 
has b een a b it overdone. There was, for example, 
the British scientist who hailed the feat as the 
greatest scientific achievement in the history of 
humanity. Ob viously, great scientist or no great 
scientist, he was talking through his hat. He 
overlooked a few gadgets like the wheel, the 
lever and so on. Had he said that Major Gaga­ 
rin’s flight may represent the b eginning of some 
of humanity’s greatest scientific accomplish­ 
ments, he might have b een closer to the truth. 
At least, no one would b e likely to prove him 
wrong for perhaps another century or so. 
Meanwhile, b ack in Congress, it’s encourag­ 
ing to note that panic has b een kept to a mini­ 
mum, and that Dr. Hugh L. Dryden, deputy 
director of our National Aeronautics and Space 
Agency, has taken care to point out that dump­ 
ing b ig loads of money into our own program 
will not take the place of time.

St Louis, Los Angeles, 
and hundreds of other American 
cities—real estate operators come 
in loaded with Federal money and 
vast powers and vast responsib ili­ 
ties. They can throw you out of 
your home, pay you a condemna- 
•tion price for a house whose 
mortgage you’ve b een paying off 
for twenty years, and construct a 
perfectly hideous anthill in its 
place which is called luxury hous­ 
ing All this at the taxpayer’s ex­ 
pense. 
What is particularly sickening 
ab out all this—and it is juat as 
b ad in other cities as it is here— 
is the amount of official deception 
that invariab ly accompanies this 
ravishment of our b eauty spots.

Slum.s are called 
modern housing. ) Modem housing 
has toilets all right, which can he 
heard for miles, and a general 
sleaziness of construction which 
would b e rejected b y a French 
peasant in the sixteenth century ) 
Has anyone really counted the 
numb er of toilets people haven't 
got—except the real estate specu­ 
lators who put out the press re­ 
leases? 
Suffern, N. Y., is a little town 
of 5,000 people that has had urb an 
renewal thmat on it in spite of 


the 
anfuUhed 
complaintt 
of 
many of its citizens. Saya one 
htnneowner in Suffern: "We are 
a small village, not a slum-ridden 
city. Suddenly we have urb an re­ 
newal—the whole works, pub lic 
housing access roads, total demo­ 
lition. We were told b y the mayor 
that there would b e no pub lic 
housing in the renewal prograna. 
Now he says pub lic housing is re­ 
quired. We were also promised 
that the costs would not exceed 
» 2.500. Now they claim it was al­ 
ways understood it would cost 
more than that. In short, we were 
deceived b y our local officials, 
acting in concert with the federal 
and state renewal b ureaucrats— 
and the paid planners and (rfhera 
who are getting a piece of the 
pie.” 
The classic example of urb an 
renewal is Chavez Ravine, in Loa 
Angeles. Seven thousand home­ 
owners were ousted from their 
homes for what was called ur­ 
gently needed pub lic housing. And 
who got Chavez Ravine? The 
Dodgers — for a b allpark, for 
heaven's sake. 
At issue is not cmly that old 
and discredited idea that a man’s 
home is his castle. In this over- 
populated world, we are going to 
have to get used to the idea that 
we have to share our homes with 
others. But the use of eminent 
domain should he for the b enefit 
<rf the pub lic, not for a few real 
estate speculators. 
Why does Title have to des­ 
cend, not on the worst neighb or­ 
hoods in tow-n, b ut the b est? 
Americans can never again af­ 
ford to b uild homes like those 
they propose to tear down in 
Brooklyn—so why not hang on to 
the ones we have? And why use 
pub lic funds to b uild high rental 
apartments? To me. there is a 
shocking waste of the national 
energy in tearing down b eautiful 
b uildings that might b etter b e re­ 
modeled or reb uilt—at much less 
expense. (Of course, this reduces 
the plunder to the b uilders and 
the real estate speculators.)

Keeping Our Heads 
While Russia Wins 


That was quite a stunt the Russians pulled 
off the other day. no doubt about it. Putting a 
man into orbit and bringing him back good as 
new is no easy trick, as our own prolonged, care­ 
fully planned and meticulously safety-conscious 
astronaut program illustrates. But, while we're 
all impressed by the Russian accomplishment, 
let s try to keep it in perspective. 
Yuri A. Gagarin, the 27-year-old 
Soviet 
“cosmonaut” undoubtedly is a very brave young 
man. Equally without doubt, our own astronauts, 
and the scores of others who wanted to be first 
into space, are very brave men, perhaps the 
more so because they're a bit older than Major 
Gagarin. Also beyond question is the fact that 
the Soviet feat is an “outstanding technical 
accomplishment,” 
as 
President 
Kennedy has 
said. If not. we wouldn't be working so hard to 
accomplish the same thing, and even more 
But it is nearly impossible for us as private 
citizens to make any sensible comparison be­ 
tween the Soviet man-in-space program and our 
own. For one thing, we don't know whether the 
Russians had some failures before their first 
success, though they strongly deny it, as al­ 
ways. 
Our own government isn t much help 
along that 
line either, because it obviously 
doesn’t want the Russians to know how much 
we know about their space program 
All due praise has properly been heaped on 
the youthful Soviet test pilot who made the 
flight, and on the Soviet peoples paradise for 
having made it possible. But some of the praise 
has been a bit overdone There was, for example, 
the British scientist who hailed the feat as the 
greatest scientific achievement in the history of 
humanity. Obviously, great scientist or no great 
scientist, he was talking through his hat. 
He 
overlooked a few' gadgets like the wheel, the 
lever and so on. Had he said that Major Gaga­ 
rin's flight may represent the beginning of some 
of humanity's 
greatest scientific accomplish­ 
ments, he might have been closer to the truth. 
At least, no one would be likely to prove him 
wrong for perhaps another century or so. 
Meanwhile, back in Congress, it s encourag­ 
ing to note that panic has been kept to a mini­ 
mum. and that Dr. Hugh L. Dryden, deputy 
director of our National Aeronautics and Space 
Agency, has taken care to point out that dump­ 
ing big loads of money into our own program 
will not take the place of time.

Of course, such will be found in any larg e crowd in 
New York and one place is as good or bad as another. 
For 17 years, these songfests continued and no­ 
body much bothered about it. The Beatniks cam e 
with their whiskers and their gals wore long hair 
and all their faces were grubby which is their sym - 
bol of revolt—but it Is better to rebel by not using 
lipstick than to rebel by throwing bom bs. 
Youth 
will rebel and these do it by singing folk songs and 
reciting drab poetry, the kind that depends not 
upon the depth of thought hut upon 
a sort of 
onomatopoeia which is hereabouts fashionable, al­ 
though not aa com petently done as by Edgar Allan 
Poe. 
And so. of a Sunday, they sang and the police w ere 
iilen t. D uring m ost of the 17 years, the C om m issioner 
of P ark s in New Y ork City was R obert M oses, the 
g re a t builder. R obert M oses has a sense of hum or as 
w ell as wit. 
No one asked his consent for these folks 
to sing. but he said nothing about it.
